We have never fully reported on the 
convention, simply because we didn’t 
have these minutes, and now that 
we’ve got them, we’re publishing them 
as quickly as possible.

Mr. Gaerdes states 
that he is convinced the common peo¬ 
ple would not welcome a return of the 
Hohenzollern monarchy. Taxes are at 
present very high.
